The march was part of the ‘Re¬ 
member! Celebrate! Act!” program 
sponsored by the Romulus Schools, 
the City of Romulus and the Romu¬ 
lus Ministerial Association. 

The marchers were treated to a 
community breakfast, courtesy of 
the Best Western Hotel of Romulus 


in the high school cafeteria and were 
then joined by another four-hundred 
residents for a special MLK Celebra¬ 
tion in the auditorium. 

The program featured welcomes 
from Superintendent of Schools Joel 
Carr and Master of Ceremonies/Co¬ 
ordinator of Academic Service 
Learning Kathy Hurst, as well as 
words of inspiration from local clergy 
leaders the Rev. William Kren, Pastor 
of the Community Methodist 
Church and the Rev. Arthur Willis, 
Pastor of the Pentecostal Baptist 
Church. 

Musical selections were provided 
by members of the Romulus 
Schools’ Music Department and 
Board Office Receptionist Ellen 
Bragg. Bragg directed the Commu¬ 
nity Choir in “Amazing Grace,” the 


21st Century/ Boys and Girls Club 
Choir in “Let There Be Peace on 
Earth” and four Romulus Elemen¬ 
tary students- Tiara Moton, Carmen 
Collie, Jewel Johnson and Beatrice 
Thornton- in a customized version of 
the “National Anthem Medley.” 

Romulus School District Music 
Department Head and Senior High 
Band Director Henry James con¬ 
ducted the eighty member high 
school symphony band in a rendition 
of “ Fantasy on an African American 
Spiritual- My Lord! What a Morning” 
and ‘We Fall Down.” 

Additional programmed events 
included the Pledge of Allegiance, 
led by the Romulus Boy Scout 
Troop #872 and an original “Dr. King 
Reading” presented by a sixth grade 
student group from Merriman Ele¬ 


mentary. 

The featured speaker was Gladys 
Howard. She had the opportunity to 
work with Dr. King when she was on¬ 
ly 13 years old. She explained how 
difficult it was to registers in Jeffer¬ 
son County , Georgia, back in the 
50’s, and noted that when Dr. King 
carrie to town only 64 out of 2,419 
residents were registered. 

She added, “Dr. King would really 
have liked this gathering with such a 
diversified audience and everyone so 
positive and getting along so well to¬ 
gether” 

Afternoon activities included high 
school workshops on “The World of 
Difference”, “Freedom after 9-11” 
and a carpentry session to construct 
playhouses for a Habitat for Human¬ 
ity fundraiser. 


Council “Opts 
Out” of WCCC 
1.5 mill increase

On January 14, Romulus City 
Council approved a resolution to 
“opt-out” of the 1.5-mill increase 
to the Wayne County Community 
College Fund. 

After the elections in Novem¬ 
ber of 2001 a millage passed in 
which Wayne County would pay 
an additional 1.5 mills to the ex¬ 
isting 1-mill levy to fund Wayne 
County Community College. This 
increased the amount paid by the 
city of Romulus from 850, 930 to 
2,330,092 dollars. 

The millage did not pass in 
any Wayne County city except 
Detroit, in which population alone 
affected the election result. Ro¬ 
mulus and other Wayne County 
cities did not get the majority vote 
for the millage. 

When the issue was brought up 
at the January 7 city council meet¬ 
ing, all were in favor of the opt- 
out proposal with the exception of 
Chairman Randolph Gear. 


On January 14, after receiving 
the Treasurer’s report on the in¬ 
creased amount of money paid to 
WCCC, the motion to opt-out 
passed with only Gear remaining 
opposed. The chairman men¬ 
tioned the importance of higher 
education and the ever-increasing 
tuition costs of major universities. 

“We should address the fact 
that large institutions keep raising 
their tuition,” said Gear. Accord¬ 
ing to Gear, raised tuition rates 
mean an increased population 
who can’t afford these large uni¬ 
versities and have to go to WCCC 
or similar colleges. 

One Romulus citizen voiced 
his support of opting-out; “We al¬ 
ready pay taxes on our public 
schools, why should we have to 
pay for this?” 

Romulus and cities such as 
Brownstown, Woodhaven and 
Wyandotte will be notifying the 
state of their wish to opt-out of 
the additional millage. However, 
it is up to the state to allow the 
cities to back out. 


City council changes 
voting boundaries 


Starting at the next election, many 
Romulus voters will have a new place 
to vote. Romulus City Council autho¬ 
rized the relocation from the Lorena 
Burton Building to the new Romulus 
Elementary School at 32200 Beverly 
Rd for zones 3 and 8. They have also 
decided to alter the location of the two 
zones. 

Zones 3 and 8 used to be residents 
living in the area bordered by Van 
Bom Rd, Ecorse Rd., Cogswell, and 
Venoy. The line will now partially ex¬ 
tend to Merriman Road so that resi¬ 
dents living within Van Bom, Beverly, 
Merriman, Cogswell, Venoy, and 
Ecorse Road will be in that precinct 

“Every registered voter will receive 
notice of the change of polling place 
and the change of boundary lines and 
a new identification card,” said City 
Cleric Linda Choate. 

In January 2001, Romulus City 
Council, upon the request of the Elec¬ 
tion Commission, established the 
Wayne-Westland School District as its 
own precinct and named it zone 6. 
This cut out of zone 3 and left it with 
fewer voters. 

When new subdivisions are com¬ 
pleted in adjacent zone 8, there will be 
too much voter influence in zone 8 
and not enough in zone 3. It was de¬ 


cided to move the east border of zone 
3 from Newberry Street to Fourth 
Street, enlarging the zone to include 
more voters and reducing the voters in 
zone 8.

Mayor Haidous calls for an era of racial harmony 


As a nation paused on Monday to 
honor the life and work of slain Civil 
Rights leader and Nobel Peace Prize 
recipient Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
local and area organizations, clubs 
and churches gathered to remember 
the “dream” that King envisioned in 
Washington D. C. nearly four decades 
ago. 

Speaking to the members of the 
combined congregations of the First 
Congregational, Harvest Christian 
Ministries, and the New Hope Mis¬ 
sionary Baptist churches in Wayne, 
Mayor A1 Haidous on Sunday called 
upon “each and every citizen to re¬ 
new their commitment to racial jus¬ 


tice, to racial harmony and peace 
and understanding among the 
races.” 

“Dr King was a man whose strug¬ 
gle can be felt today by all races, 
creeds and colors,” said the mayor. 
“Dr. King understood the impor¬ 
tance of struggle through non-vio¬ 
lence, and he was a man who lived 
his life struggling for the equal rights 
of African-Americans across this 
country. However, his struggle lives 
on in all those who may feel oppres¬ 
sion in this country and aboard.” 

Haidous, bom in the Middle East, 
and the first mayor of Wayne to be 
elected by the direct vote of the peo¬ 


ple, said he knows what it is like to be 
discriminated against first-hand. 
“And, sometimes it is difficult to for¬ 
give the ignorance and prejudices 
some have, but Dr King showed us 
that we can and must.” 

Stressing that Dr. King’s unforget¬ 
table speech “I Have a Dream” 
stirred millions of people around the 
globe to call for change - and that 
change came in the form of the Civil 
Rights Act passed by Congress in 
1964, Haidous pointed out that ‘Dr. 
King’s work and dream has yet to 
become a reality.” 

“As we see today, his struggle still 
continues to live on in all walks of 


life,” the mayor added. “We, as the 
citizens of the city of Wayne, must 
continue to strive for Dr. King’s pur¬ 
suit of life, liberty, happiness, freedom 
and equality.” 

The program also included re¬ 
marks by Christopher Wright, the 
First Congregational Church’s Youth 
Advisor, and prayers offered by the 
Rev. Rob Joy and Rev Virgil Humes. 
They echoed the thoughts and emo¬ 
tions of Dr. King’s untiring desire to 
work for equality among all peoples 
of all colors. 

As the congregation chanted 
“When on all sides people were deny¬ 
ing the possibility of overcoming evil 


during their lifetime”, the people re¬ 
sponded: ‘How beautiful throughout 
the land was your prophet’s procla¬ 
mation that we shall overcome some 
day.” The dawn of a new era is ap¬ 
pearing. 

In concluding Mayor Haidous al¬ 
so noted that he shared Dr. King’s 
dream. 

“Well, I know that Dr. King’s 
dream was realized for me on Nov. 6, 
2001 - my election day. We, as the citi¬ 
zens of Wayne, have been fortunate 
to live out Dr. King’s dream in our 
great city. We are a city of brother¬ 
hood, a city of love and a city of true 
hope.

The birth 

As workers continue to dismantle 
the old Nankin Hospital building on 
Michigan Avenue, a local historian has 
stepped forward to provide readers 
with a window on who and how the 
building was built, brick by brick, and 
also gives us a glimpse of what life was 
like in the Village of Wkyne in the early 
20th Century.. 

Historian Richard Story, Sr., also 
provides, in detail, the life and work of 
those who made \Vsyne what it is to¬ 
day. 

First, the Nankin Hospital 

This building is located at 35550 
Michigan Avenue on the northeast 
comer of Michigan Avenue and 
Sophia Street. Doctor Julisu M. Hume 
was the first practicing physician in 
the Wayne area He came here from 
Massachusetts and practiced medi¬ 
cine in Whyne from 1832 to 1852. 

Doctor Clarence Carpenter 
opened the Carpenter Clinic in 1932 at 
the location of Biddle Street, on the 
eastside, just north of Norris Street 
(This would be the parking lot of the 
Rite Aid Store). The clinic was a large 
three story dwelling A brick hospital 
was added to fhe dwelling in the fu- * 


ture and became the Carpenter Hos¬ 
pital. This building was tom down in 
the 1960’s. Doctor Caipenter built the 
present MPC Building on the north¬ 
west comer of Michigan Avenue West 
and Second Street as the New Car¬ 
penter Hospital It was never operated 
as a hospitaL 

Doctor James Caraway and Doc¬ 
tor R. G. Huff are the two doctors 
who actually built the Nankin Hospi¬ 
taL Doctor Caraway went off to war. 
He served in World War n as a doctor 
with the Medical Corps 3 of the Air 
Force. 

Doctor Caraway returned in 1946. 
In 1956, the Nankin Hospital was sold 
to Doctor Rene Archambualt who ran 
the Nankin Hospital in 1965. Because 
there was no Emergency Room at the 
hospital the Whyne Fire Department 
Ambulance would not transport sick 
persons to the hospital so Dr. Ar- 
chambault purchased his own 1966 
International Springfield Ambulance 
and would pick up sick persons to 
take to the hospitaL 

The emergency entrance was on 
the west side on Sophia Street. If you 
look at the building this looks like a ce¬ 


ment loading dock. That was actually 
the emergency entrance. The hospital 
closed in 1968 as a hospital and was 
known as the Nankin Clinic run by 
Doctor Archambault. Doctor Car¬ 
away leftWayne in 1963 for Franklin, 
North Carolina. Nankin Clinic was 
closed in the late 1970’s. In the early 
1980’s, the hospital was turned into an 
apartment house. 

(And that was, as The Other Side 
of the Meridian noted a long time ago, 
“when all the problems began.) 

And about some of the past fa¬ 
mous people of past Wayne... 

Charles Goudy was the Village of 
Wayne Superintendent in charge of 
the Village Road In 1911, the Village 
ofVfoyne organized a volunteer fire de¬ 
partment. Charles Goudy was the 
man who became the First Fire Chief 
The present Goudy Park was a village 
dump, and it was Charles Goudy who 
made this area into a Village Park and 
skating rink. The park was named af¬ 
ter Charles Goudy, not for Hank, his 
son. 

Mr. Charles Goudy was also an 
elected town constable. 

In 1928, the Village of Wayne start¬ 


ed a full-time fire department, and Mr. 
Charles Goudy was named Fire Chief 
and his son. Hank, and Dan Doletzky, 
became full-time firemen. They were 
backed by volunteer firemen. 

In 1928, the Village purchased a 
1928 American La France pumpei; at 
a cost of $12,000. This fire truck is 
presently in the Henry Fbrd Museum 
in Dearborn. 

Fire Chief Charles Goudy passed 
away in 1938. His son, Hank, was 
named Fire Chief the second fire chief 
in Wayne. Two days after becoming 
fire chief Hank Goudy battled a major 
fire on Sophia Street and the Michi- 
ganCentral Railroad, in the Goodman 
Grist MiLL This fire burnt out of con¬ 
trol for four hours, with the Eloise Hos¬ 
pital Fire Department coming to as¬ 
sist. Two volunteer firemen were hurt 
battling the fire when a wall collapsed 
on them. 

By the way, Fire Chief Hank Goudy 
retired in 1971 and became the Man¬ 
ager of the W&yne Historical Museum.

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Fire safety tips offered

In light of the recent fire at the 
Columbia Court senior citizen 
apartment complex, it is impor¬ 
tant for the Belleville tri-commu¬ 
nity to be alert and up-to-date on 
fire safety. Prevention can reduce 
the possibility of a fire and its 
ability to spread. According to 
Van Buren Fire Chief A1 Smolen, 
always be sure to replace home 
fire detectors twice a year. 

It is always a good idea to keep 
a fire extinguisher in an easily ac¬ 
cessible area of the house. Be¬ 
come familiarized with the mech¬ 
anism of the fire extinguisher. 
Most are used by the following 
steps: 1. Pull the pin from the ex¬ 
tinguisher handle. 2. Aim the hose 
or nozzle horn at the base of the 
fire. 3. Squeeze the handle to dis¬ 
charge the entire contents of the 
fire extinguisher. 4. Sweep the ex¬ 
tinguishing agent across the base 
of the fire. 

With grease fires, the most ef¬ 
fective thing to do is put a lid on 
the pan to smother the flames. 


“Most people try to grab the pan 
and bring it to the sink and they 
bum themselves,” said Smolen. 
After putting a lid on the pan and 
keeping it on the stove, shut the 
burner off. If no lid can be found 
put baking soda on it until the 
flames are extinguished. This 
trick should al£o be used with 
electrical appliances, such as a 
burning toaster. Never leave 
cooking unattended and keep 
matches away from young chil¬ 
dren. 

With a fire that cannot be con¬ 
tained, you must stay calm and 
proceed to the nearest exit. If 
there is smoke in the air, be sure 
to crouch low to the ground to in 
order to see possible exits and 
avoid smoke inhalation. Those 
who panic and try to run through 
the smoke can J choke on deadly 
fumes. Be sure to feel around all 
doors to make sure they’re cold 
before opening them. Never open 
a door that feels hot, there could 
be flames just on the other side. It 
is also a good idea to sleep with 
your bedroom door closed. This 
prevents a fire from spreading to 


open bedrooms and smoke suffo¬ 
cation while sleeping. 

Remember what they taught in 
school? If your clothes are on fire, 
it’s stop, drop and roll. If you see 
someone else on fire, tell them to 
stop, drop and roll and try to 
smother the flames with a blanket 
or mg. Never use an elevator dur¬ 
ing a fire emergency. 

“Don’t discard smoking mate¬ 
rials into a wastebasket or 
garbage can,” says Smolen. This 
started the fire at Columbia Court. 

Management at Columbia 
Court says they are still trying to 
repair the smoke and water dam¬ 
age that was done to the apart¬ 
ment, particularly in the kitchen 
and that everything else is now 
running smoothly.

Changes made to MEAP 


The State of Michigan has made 
some changes to the MEAP tests and 
scheduling this year. The test changes 
involve both the 4th and 8th grade 
math tests. 

These exams will have a new con¬ 
structed response section which will 
require students to read a paragraph, 
analyze the information and questions 
presented, and then further explain 
both their answer and the mathemati¬ 


cal process used to arrive at the an¬ 
swer. 

Lynn Behta, math coordinator for 
Romulus Schools, indicates that this 
new format will be much more diffi¬ 
cult for students but that Romulus has 
been preparing both teachers and stu¬ 
dents for the new type of exam for 
two years. 

The scheduling change also in¬ 
cludes math which has been moved 


from the 7th grade to the 8 th grade 
and writing which has been moved 
from the 8th grade to the 7th grade. 

The State has also abbreviated 
some of the written response parts of 
the reading, social studies and science 
tests because of budget concerns. The 
Michigan Department of Treasury 
claims it is too costly to score long, 
written passages.

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MCN Re-organizes to 
provide better product 


Dear READERS: 

Sometimes decisions are made that aren’t 
very popular. I made one of those decisions 
last week and I hope you all will understand. 

Last week we filed a voluntary Chapter 11 
bankruptcy petition in Detroit. For many of 
you this might come as a complete surprise, 
but then most of us close to the situation, 
know we have done everything we can to at¬ 
tempt to negotiate a better deal with our 
mqjor secured creditor; David Willett. 

I bought the newspaper's, a seven-paper 
chain known as Associated, from Mr. Willett 
in September of 1994. Part of the purchase 
price was an agreement to have his company 
Eagle Graphics, perform the production 
function up to the printing process for all of 
the newspapers, and to engage in an eight 
year lease for the building that housed the 
newspapers. 

At the time, many people thought I had 
overpaid for the newspaper. But I felt good 
that I could turn it around, particularly be¬ 
cause I would have the support of the former 
owner Man, was I naive. 

Disputes between that former owner and 
MCN have arisen continuously since the pur¬ 
chase. I am proud to say, despite those dis¬ 
putes, we were never been more than a few 
days late with any payment — over 
$4,000,000, to Willett until recently. 

We pay over $50,000 a month to Willett for 
rent, production and note payments. That’s 
33 cents of every dollar this newspaper 
brings in. We have for over seven years. A 
year-and-a-half ago, approximately six 
months after he had collected his last non¬ 
compete payment from us, Willett decided 
to start a competing newspaper. 

Since that time we have attempted to ne¬ 
gotiate are way out of the production agree¬ 
ment because A. we were being forced to pay 
four times the going rate and B. he was pro¬ 
ducing his competing newspaper with the 
same people in the same building as us. 

Our negotiations have failed even though I 
changed attorneys and spent several thou- 
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musings

sand dollars 
on a mediator 
to try to cut a 
deal. We be¬ 
lieve we have 
no alternative 
but to take the 
advice of three 

different sets of attorneys- and that is to file 
Chapter 11. 

We have already implemented many cost- 
reducing measures in an effort to come out 
of Chapter 11 quickly, and make all of our 
creditors as whole as possible. I promise you 
MCN is in no danger of folding, reducing our 
level of service or cutting back on the num¬ 
ber of newspapers we have or print. 

In fact, Chapter 11 will allow us to put an 
expansion plan in place that pleases us all.

That means some of that savings can be 
used to increase the page count dramatically 
in our newspapers, to buy new vending box¬ 
es, and to increase the circulation of our 
newspapers. These moves are necessary in 
my opinion, to keep the viability of the news¬ 
papers in the communities we serve. 

I hope you will support our efforts and 
join us in our excitement as we strive to 
make MCN one of the best newspapers in 
the state. As a reader or advertiser I promise 
you a better newspaper — more and better 
content, because we no longer have to pay 
four times the going rate for production We 
been waiting for this opportunity for years. 
Now we have it, and believe me, you are go¬ 
ing to be pleasantly pleased as our newspa¬ 
pers evolve over the next several months.

Athletic directors dodge duties 
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Hockey dads arrive 


Last Friday the Detroit News ran 
a front-page story on state student- 
athlete $1,000 scholarships decrying 
the lack of athletes nominated from 
Detroit, Flint and Pontiac and other 
schools. 

Each year the state sends out ap¬ 
plication forms to the athletic direc¬ 
tors at each high school. To be eligi¬ 
ble for nomination a student must 
have earned at least one letter in a 
sport and cany a 3.5 grade point av¬ 
erage or better. Schools may nomi¬ 
nate one student from each sport. 

This year; only ten students were 
nominated from Detroit (by far the 
largest school district in the state). 
This compares unfavorably with oth¬ 
er much smaller districts. 

Battle Creek, for instance, the 
33rd largest district nominated 21 
athletes. 

Eunice Moore, head of athletics 
for Detroit schools says the problem 
is lack of communication The News 
quotes hei; ‘‘Unfortunately we have a 
shortage of department heads (ath¬ 
letic directors) who have back¬ 
grounds directly connected to athlet¬ 



ics. Some don’t have direct contact 
with their coaches or teams...” 

Excuse me! Isn’t the basic job re¬ 
sponsibility of each athletic director 
to try to graduate each athlete and 
maximize their chances to further 
their education? 

Some school principals, who also 
get the scholarship information 
packets, say they are just too busy to 
follow up or the state doesn’t give 
clear instructions. 

It appears no one wants to take 
individual responsibility for the fail¬ 
ure of the program. The result is that 
student athletes are deprived of help 
in attending college which, for some 
means no college. 

But then isn't this lack of individ¬ 
ual responsibility endemic in our so¬ 


ciety? Ever since the so-called pro¬ 
fession of psychiatry convinced edu¬ 
cators that individual failures are 
due to society failing the person in 
some way, individual responsibility IS 
out the window. 

Schools across the nation are 
spending hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars counseling students. What are 
counselors telling them? Tbo often it 
is that the student is not responsible 
for the consequences of choices he or 
she makes, it is society’s fault. That 
fosters an attitude that carries over 
into adulthood with disastrous re¬ 
sults. 

Will these delinquent athletic di¬ 
rectors lose their jobs? Probably not 
although they may get “counseling” 
to help them better perform their 
jobs. In the meantime, the buck¬ 
passing goes around in circles and no 
one is held accountable. 

But that will all end when we each 
stand alone before the judgment 
throne of God with no one to blame 
but ourselves. Then, there will be hell 
to pay!

Further¬ 
more, local support was a condi¬ 
tion of the MEDC in designating 
the Pinnacle as a SmartZone in 
March 2001. 

The Pinnacle Aeropark of 
Wayne County moved forward on 
December 19, 2001, when the 
Honorable Michael Sapala, then 
Chief Judge of Wayne County 
Third Circuit Court, ruled that the 
Pinnacle indeed serves a public 
purpose and that the County 
could conde,' on 60 acres of land 
needed to complete its land as¬ 
sembly. 

It’s Mr. Rarey’s First Amend¬ 
ment right to question the consti¬ 
tutionality of Judge Sapala’s rul¬ 
ing, but in our view, the ruling it¬ 
self speaks volumes about the le¬ 
gitimacy of the County’s standing 
on The Pinnacle.

My father was a hockey dad. 

Not like truck driver Thomas 
Junta, the self-styled “gentle giant” 
recently convicted of involuntary 
manslaughter for beating to death 
Michael Costin, another hockey 
dad, during a practice game at a 
rink in a Boston suburb. 

But another kind of hockey dad 
who had introduced me to the 
game at the Olympia in the fifties, 
when Gordie Howe was in his 
prime, the Wings wore red home 
uniforms, and cheesy music from a 
pipe organ rallied the crowd. 

In those days, hockey was not a 
marquee sport. No A-list celebrities 
or stylish babes in the box seats. 
No winter coat fashion shows. In 
those days you’d see a bunch of 
blue collar guys in UAW jackets or 
Army surplus store parkas 
squinched into the Olympia’s small 
seats, chugging beers, smoking cig¬ 
arettes, and every so often scream¬ 
ing Francophobic rage at Maurice 
“Rocket” Richard (Howe’s rival). 

Likewise, there were few orga¬ 
nized hockey leagues for kids. The 
idea of peewee or mite leagues was 
as farfetched as the idea of battling 
hockey dads, though there were 
leagues for bigger kids at the few 
indoor rinks: the State Fail; the De¬ 
troit Skating Club, and the Wind¬ 
sor Arena. 

I knew the circuit because my 
friends and I would chip in and 
rent ice time to play choose-up 
games as late as 2 a.m. in the morn¬ 
ing at arenas as far away as Port 
Huron. 

Though when we were younger, 
we’d find a parent to drive us, it 
was more of a parental chore than 
something our parents were into, 
or even something that my dad 
ever did other than the time he 
drove us through the boozy haze of 
the Hiram Walker distillery to the 
Windsor Arena one Sunday. 

In those pre-Windsor-Casino 
and pre-nudie-bar days, Ontario’s 
stores and bars and everything but 
churches, hospitals, and hockey 
rinks closed on the Sabbath. As we 
cruised down deserted streets, I re¬ 
member my dad ridiculing 
Canada’s prim people and strict 
blue laws. 

“You can’t even drink beer on 
your porch on Sunday,” he said. 

For 20 years, that was all I knew 
about Canada, but that was 
enough because, thanks to my dad, 
I had a 40-foot-long backyard hock¬ 
ey rink. 

Partners with his brothers in a 
hardware store and lumberyard 
that reeked of sulfur (it was near 
the Rouge plant in the days before 
the Environment Protection 


Vantastic 
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Agency), every year he would 
board up the windows of our house 
against errant slap shots and build 
a rink out of plastic and plywood. 
Wmter nights, he watered it as reg¬ 
ularly as a vegetable garden. 

All I would have to do was keep 
it shoveled, call over the neighbor¬ 
hood kids to play, and afterwards 
provide hot chocolate in my recre¬ 
ation room while we removed our 
skates and rubbed our cold toes. 

Our games would last as long as 
the ice. While I there was no way I 
could learn to skate as well as kids 
playing on the 200—by-85-feet rinks 
at the than $5 million Arctic Edge, 

I was able to play 20-40 hours a 
week in makeshift equipment, and 
I could have fun without having to 
pay hundreds of dollars to suit-up. 
I didn’t have to kowtow to an orga¬ 
nized league or to have to live up to 
the expectations of the modem 
hockey dads who had to pay for the 
high-tech skates and snazzy NHL- 
licensed jerseys. 

I guess the difference was that 
we not only played at least 10 times 
as many hours as today’s league 
kids, we created our own the fun, 
and we didn’t need our parents’ as 
fans, league officials’ rules, or mil¬ 
lions of dollars from our local gov¬ 
ernment to construct an arena. 

Other than building the rink, 
which I could have done myself 
with boards and plastic rolls from 
the corner hardware store, my 
friends and I learned how to inde¬ 
pendently play, and how, without 
referees, to independently settle 
the many disputes arising from the 
rough game. 

When we needed more, we 
could go to Palmer Park’s pond in 
Detroit to skate or play choose up 
games at one of two free outdoor 
rinks. 

The point of this is that once 
upon a time, except for high school 
sports, recreation was home or 
neighborhood based. This was pos¬ 
sible because government still kept 
its nose out of families and neigh¬ 
borhoods’ business except to serve 
and support it (even the schools). 

Now subdivisions, created by 
meddlesome local, county, and 
state governments, have subdivid¬ 
ed families, weakened — if not de¬ 
stroyed — neighborhoods, and 
helped bring us to the Brave New 
World of battling hockey dads. 


Eastern fanatacism can defeat technology

Richard the Lionheart and the 
Sultan Saladin could not have been 
more unalike. Richard was a great 
warror and a sometime poet, but he 
was a very bad king. Saladin was an 
accomplished diplomat and adminis¬ 
trator who united the Islamic world 
in the 12th century, but he never 
managed to defeat Richard’s vastly 
outnumbered armies in a single bat¬ 
tle during the Third Crusade. 

Although they communicated 
with each other almost continuously 
during the years of that crusade 
(1187-92), by letter or through aides 
and emissaries, the two men never 
actually met and that is probably a 
good thing; they would almost cer¬ 
tainly have detested each other on 
sight. 

And yet, as James Reston, Jr. 
points out in his excellent new book 
Warriors of God, the two men and 


their followers had a least one thing 
in common: a belief system based 
upon a religious world view. 

The animating principle among 
the crusaders was that Jerusalem 
must be reclaimed; they were willing 
to die in the process for their Christ¬ 
ian God in order to retake that holy 
city in his name. 

In the Islamic world, Jerusalem 
was equally revered and its defenders 
were equally prepared to sacrifice 
their lives in the name of Allah to pre¬ 
vent the same city from falling into 
crusader hands 

The Arabs and their allies (Sal¬ 
adin was actually a Kurd) also had a 
very practical reason to defend 
Jerusalem: they well remembered 
that when it fell to the crusaders dur¬ 
ing the First Crusade the streets of 
the Old City were, as Reston de¬ 
scribes it, ankle deep with Muslim 
and Jewish blood as the crusaders 
slaughtered almost all of Jerusalem’s 
20,000 inhabitants. 


In the 21st century, we in the Unit¬ 
ed States see all of this, if we bother 
to consider it at all, through a secular 
lens. The idea of a fundamental sep¬ 
aration of church and state is one of 
the bedrock principles of our democ¬ 
racy. I suggest, however, that this 
secular lens may actually distort cur¬ 
rent reality. 

However if we cast our view more 
broadly, it is clear that religious fervor 
often animates armed conflict in the 
modem era. One need only point to 
the border wars between Hindu In¬ 
dia and Islamic Pakistan, to the on¬ 
going conflict between Jewish Israel 
and its Islamic neighbors, and to the 
bloody battles between Christians 
and Muslims in the former Yu¬ 
goslavia to illustrate this point. 

Thus, we should not be surprised 
that when those in non-Westem ar¬ 
eas come into conflict with us, their 
leaders play the religion card with 
alacrity. Indeed, the Islamic world, as 
Reston notes, is forever waiting for 


another Saladin. Hafez Assad, the 
late president of Syria, often evoked 
Saladin’s name as do Yasir Arafat, 
Saddam Hussein, and Osama bin 
Laden. If, by contrast, President 
Bush were to list Richard the Lion- 
heart as one whose example we 
should follow, most of us would prob¬ 
ably respond with a yawn. 

Perhaps, though, we should recall 
that although Richard never lost a 
battle during the Third Crusade, he 
lost the war Saladin and his armies 
wore the crusaders down by attri¬ 
tion, one knight at a time. 

Richard saw the walls of 
Jerusalem only from a distance and 
he turned away in tears when he real¬ 
ized he could not take and hold the 
holy city. 

In a prolonged war of attrition, a 
modem Saladin can still wear down 
his enemies even if those enemies are 
better-armed, better-trained and 
better-led. Richard the Lionheart 
would, I am sure, agree.

K-Mart Christmas worker defends cashiers 5 work 


Hello everyone, 

I hear that K-Mart is not happy 
with the JarL 20 Eyewitness photo of 
me in front of their business. Espe¬ 
cially because certain people cant tell 
the difference between a quote from 
me and a misquote from the paper, 
soon to be rectified, because the pa¬ 
per has a reputation to maintain, too. 

I heard [secondhand] that at least 
one person in upper management 
was furious with me, though this per¬ 
son later denied this to me via phone 
call. This person wanted to know 
who told me about being furious. 
Like I would really snitch. 

And then another person thought 
so little of me that I was asked if I was 
photographed on a day when no one 
was there. I guess the implication 
was that I was too cfiicken to show 
up while people were actually there. 

You know what? I was scared to 
be photographed, knowing how El- 
Mart management wanted for every¬ 
thing to be hush-hush about the 
chain’s financial difficulties. Yet the 
newscasters on TV in the break- 
room, at home, and everywhere else 
had very different stories. 

I wonder if anyone understood 
that the purpose of that photo was to 
inform the public that yet another 
Westland business was having trou¬ 
ble staying afloat? The public has a 


right to know. And the papers are 
performing their duty of informing 
the public. 

One of my big points was to say 
that I care about the fate of my 
frightened former coworkers. I tried 
to care about most everyone at El- 
Mart, including the customers. 

I also wanted to say, in defense of 
the cashiers, who get a bad rap for 
having long lines, that there are many 
reasons for such lines, of which the 
general public may not be aware. 

Reason number one: machinery 
that is unable to read checks unless 
you run them through three time- 
consuming times. Bouncing checks 
(one for around $128 was held 
against me) stop the line. Same ap¬ 
plies with credit card machinery, 
some being attached to the counter 
with only one loose screw and rubber 
bands. 

Reason number two: price checks. 
Every time a customer brings an un¬ 
marked item to the checkout 
counter, precious minutes are lost, 
calling another worker away from 
their department to search for a 
marked item. 

More minutes are lost waiting for 
that item to actually be run up to the 
counter. And, remember, folks, that 
person running the errand may also 
be running errands for other cashiers 


and customers at the same time that 
they are running your errand. 

Sometimes, the prices have not 
been updated in the computer to in¬ 
clude sale prices. So, when an item is 
scanned, the wrong price is rung up 
and more time must be used to 
record the corrected transactions on 
paper. 

Reason number three: customers 
who are making special requests: 
price promises or price matches, ask¬ 
ing for the lowest price, which re¬ 
quires more paperwork to be written 
and validated. 

Other special requests: a person 
who is filling several orders for a fami¬ 
ly or people at work, each requiring 
separate payments. First order paid 
with a check. Second order paid with 
a credit card. Third order with cash. 
Some orders are split: part cash, part 
check, part credit card. And, those 
frustrating tax-exempt papers, which 
I was just starting to learn how to do. 
Heaven help the cashier whose ma¬ 
chinery freezes in the middle of any of 
these transactions. 

Oh, yeah, checking out people at 
the door who beep takes time away 
from the customers, too. Did you 
know that wheelchairs and pacemak¬ 
ers are added to the list of beep-able 
items? Did you also know that some¬ 
times the demagnetizing pads that 


items are run over at the check-out 
stands are not always functioning? 
Not that upper-management listens 
to how we may better serve the cus¬ 
tomers. 

And, heaven help a cashier, such 
as myself, who constantly seeks self- 
improvement, yet is persecuted by 
management, as if the cashier is a re¬ 
al scumbag, not worth the piece of 
paper their check is printed on. At 
least in the eyes of non-appreciative, 
non-incentive upper management, 
who refers to being friendly with cus¬ 
tomers as “cutting up.” We are 
trained to be friendly. Upper manage¬ 
ment is not doing their job. 

Good cashiers — not to be con¬ 
fused with the truly lazy ones — are 
people who need defending. They 
work their tails off and they need to 
be remembered. A good cashier 
cares if they are well-groomed, friend¬ 
ly, and efficient. A good cashier keeps 
their station neat, clean, and orga¬ 
nized. A good cashier never plays 
hooky from work. A good cashier 
calls in if any sudden change of 
schedule is to occur, such as, during 
an emergency. A good cashier turns 
in every penny that is found on the 
floor, on the counter; etc. 

A good cashier points to the 
change line on every receipt and 
places this receipt in the hand of 


every customer, as every penny is 
counted into that customer’s hand. 
And, if a cashier must be judged, 
judge not on the length or slow 
movement of the line (while waiting 
on price checks, etc.), judge by the 
total number of transactions being 
performed on antiquated machinery 
and the deafness of supervisory ears 
when complaints are lodged. Over 
and over and over 

Also, folks, remember to err is hu¬ 
man. Especially when some of the 
dishonesty comes from customers 
who try to run scams on innocent 
cashiers. The phrase, “quick-change 
artist” comes to mind. 

Or customers who knowingly tiy 
to use outdated ads. Though most 
customers are okay, we need to re¬ 
member that everyone, both cus¬ 
tomers and cashiers, make occasion¬ 
al mistakes, which are easily rectified, 
as long as you are dealing with ratio¬ 
nal people. Most people, I believe are 
rational, though some people can 
never be pleased. 

Another m^jor point. The honesty 
of cashiers is constantly being tested. 
Though this is extremely important, I 
wonder how many people know how 
many cashiers are falsely accused? 
Stealing (not always from the 
cashiers, themselves) and not know¬ 
ing how to count change (watching 


for bills that stick together) are not 
the only factors that can show a false 
report. If someone learns the 
cashier’s secret code and opens the 
register, then anything can happen. 

On at least three or four occa¬ 
sions, when I reported that my mon¬ 
ey was messed up after I came back 
from lunch or breaks, no one cared. I 
was shocked to death over this alone. 

If K-Mart hopes to recover its 
wonderful store and service to many 
communities, then cleaning out up¬ 
per management would be a good 
place to start. Put someone who can 
decipher honesty from dishonesty in¬ 
to that position of trust and power. 
And remove the bumpkins who 
came from the South, who don’t 
know their redneck behind from a 
hole in the corporation. 

In closing, I really miss my cus¬ 
tomers and a number of my former 
coworkers. It was also nice to see 
some of the ex-recall group, outside 
of the depressing and frustrating 
council chambers environment. A 
most pleasant and enlightening ex¬ 
perience, indeed. To see the kinder 
sides of everyone — the smiles, the 
hugs, the wishings of “Merry Christ¬ 
mas!” The best to all of the aforemen¬ 
tioned!
